bearing date A.D. 1194, has been brought within the church, the 
recumbent effigies of the Far! of Portiester and his wife, and of a 
Bishop of Kildare, al) of which had been exposed to the weather, 
have been brought under cover into the porch ; the chancel window 
has been filled with stained and ornamental glass, through the 
kindness of a former parishioner ; the tottering and unsightly vestry 
has been removed, and the church throughout has been made more 
suitable for Divine service, 

The object of Luis appeal isto perfect those arrangements, while 
the hope is cherished that some greater effort will be made towards 
re-roofing those portions of the building which are still uncovered, 
and saving from utter ruin “ the pillars with clustered shafts” which 
stand in the graveyard, where there is a mine of antiquities une 
p! ored for want of means.

The 
King is equally apathetic—he allows Garibaldi to otcupy 
province after province of his kingdom without taking 
any steps for effectual resistance, and the annexationists 
and other pretenders seem to think themselves ill used 
bétanse he has not vet made up hús mind to go. The 
army—that is to say the 35,000 men who still garrison 
Naples and the environs, is the only body that appears 
to have any cohesion—and what has already taken place 
certainly holds out no promise of their acting differently | 
from their comrades under Melendez and Brigante. 
Garibaldi is the only active man in the kingdom, and 
the probabilities are that by the time he reaches the 

, they will either lay down their arms or go over 
in a body. 

Meanwhile there is a large Piedmontese force in the 
bay, ready to land and take possession as soon ‘as the 
King has departed. The Piedmontese Government 
allege they only mean to act in conformity with the 
wishes of the Neapolitan people—a declaration, bye-the- 
bye, which bears a curious resemblance to those of Count 
Aquila and Prince Murat. It would be well to know 
whether in scuding troops to Naples M. de Cavour is 
acting in concert with Garibaldi or against his wishes, 
At any rate, the step is a practical commentary on 
Victor Eminanuel’s letter to the champion of Italian 
liberty, published some time ago. 

A curious question arises to-day as to the degree of 
reliance deserved by the various semi-official organs. 
The Constitationnel asserts that 6,000 Russians and as 
many Prussians are about to sail for Syria. The Patrie 
and Pays deny it point blank; which is the public to 
believe ? In this instance my information would in- 
cline me to side with the Pays and Patrie, and to pro- 
nounce that the Constitutionnel has been the victim of 
hoax, 


General de Goyon has finally given up the command 
of the army of occupation at Rome, bemg unfitted for 
the duties of a post which requires more energy at pre- 
sent than was requisite two or three years ago. General 
de Note, his second in command, has been promoted to 
the rank of general de division,” and assumes the 
command in chief. He has (as I yesterday informed 
you) warned his officers that a brush might be looked 
for. The provinces of Rome, Civita Vecchia, Comarca, 
and Viterbo ate to be defended. Those provinces con- 
stitute what is known as the “ patrimony of St. Peter.” 
They consist chiefly of the domains of Countess Ma- 
thilda, who presented them to the Holy See in 1077, 
and they are bounded on the west by the Muditerranean, 
the Apennines to the east, Lake Daleena to the north, 
and the province of Veiletri to the south. It is not 
likely that Garibaldi will invade these provinces ; as for 
the remainder of the Papal possessions, the Pope may 
as well give them up as lost. 

From Piedmont the news is of a most warlike 
character. The National Guard of the kingdom has 
been mobilised, and placed under the command of 
Genera! Cerutti. 

In connection with Piedmont, I must not omit to state 
that it is mentioned here that Louis Napole in the 
curse of his conversation with Farini at Chambery 
the other day, told him that he considered Piedmont, 
aller the annexation of Naples and Sicily, fully able to 
cope with Austria singichanded. All he could do, how-

M. de Lesseps has written a long letter to the papers 
to “refute’’ Lord Palmerston’s “ misstatements” re- 
epecting the Suez Canal. I subjoin it im full, as M. de 
Lesseps might possibly compiain of unfairness if his 
reply were not given; but you will observe that he 
opposes nothing but his bare assertion to the state- 
ments of the Premier. It is, therefore, merely a ques- 
tion between the credibility of the First Lord of the 
Treasury and a French contractor that M. de Lesseps 
asks the public to decide. His letter runs thus 

“His lordship’s allegations reter to three orders of 
facts perfectly distinct, but to which he has given a 
connection which does not exist. First—Lord Palmers- 
tom declared that a ccrtain number of shares were set 
down te the Viceroy of Egypt withont his Highness’ 
knowledge or consent. That affirmation is erroneous 
in every respect. To prove this it will be sufficient 
to recall the terms of the report which i presented 
at the general meeting of the shareholders on the 
Isch May. After having related all the facts relative 
to the transaction, I said—‘ We came to an understand- 
ing with the Viceroy that he should take definitely to 
his account the shares reserved to foreign bankers, who 
from circumstances had been prevented from fulfilling 
theie engagements!’ Not only did the announcement 
of that fact not draw forth any objection from the 
government of his Highness, but during the stay I re- 
gently made in Kgypt the convention on this subject 
between his Highness and myself was sanctioned by an 
act of the Egyptian Goveeament. Secondly 
Palmerston has pretended that the works already ex- 
ecuted demonstrate the impossibility af making the 
canal without an expense of money and time which no 
company can support. It is the contrary which is the 
truth, ‘Lhe experience we have already obtained does 
not permit a doubt to be entertained that the Maritime 
Canal of Ses will be open to navigation within 
a period much shorter, and at an expense much 
less considerable, than the international commission 
of engineers had estimated.
